organs should be made available at death, by law, 
unless the person or a relative objccks in advance. 

People .should come to sec organ donation “a.s-a 
social duty, ns an act on behalf of our fellows and 
the community ... that is to be routinely expected" 
and that would reduce "the wastage of a precious 
human resource.” said the Communitarian 
Network. 

The network is a think tank thaliiclieves that 
society gives too much priority to individual rights 
and too little attention to individual responsibilities.*: 


It was founded by sociologist Amiiai Ht/ioni of 
George Washington University. 

Its policy would send "a clear message that we 
as a society lake avoidable suffering and death with 
seriousness," the organization said.

Citing Harris' success in solving the licensing 
problems that threatened federal aid to the Nampa 
facility in the past, Andrus said he personally solicited 
Harris' application for the job that was being sought 
by a number of other people including several from 
other states.
